The educators of the deaf and 
dumb of the United States and Cana- 
da, have held nine Conventions in 
years past. The tenth began its ses- 
sion in Jacksonville, 111., on Satur- 
day, August 2Ctli. Tbi re in 
attendance about 140 teachers from 
the various institutions for the edu 
cation of deaf-mutes throughout the 
country. They represent 40 or 
these institution*, whoso faculties in 
elude nearly 1,000 instructors, and 
which have at present enrolled over 
21,000 pupil*. The Convention met 
last time at Columbus, <)., as the* 
guests of tbe Ohio State Institution, 
August, 1878. The delegates ai 
guests of the Illinois State Institu- 
tion. 

The Convention assembled at 
p.m., preparatory to organization.

Normal Hchool for Instructors of tlie Deaf and 
Dun,),. 'this department also releases older 
teachers from extra duties, and enables them to 
give their attention to a larger number of pu- 
pil*. 

Douhle work is hard on the instructor, bat is 
a great advantage to the scholars, as It given 
thern the benefit of a wider expori' 

The position of superintendent is the most 
difficult one in the institution. It require* native 
ability and ripe experience. For a isililieal 
trickster to thrust himself into the place of 
guardian father over hundreds of deaf-mutes 
without the ability to talk with them is an insult 
to intelligence and treason to philanthropy. 

Dr. Oillett, at tin's point, announc 
ed that his excellency* he Hon. Shel- 
by M. Cullom, Governor of the State 
of Illinois, Hon. Wrn. M. Springer, 
member of Congress from the Pith 
District of Illinois, and Hon. Fred II. 
Wines, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Hoard of Charities, were present, and 
had been invited to address the Con- 
vention. 

Governor Cullom was then escort- 
ed to the platform by Dr. Oillett, 
who introduced him to the audience, 
and spoke of the staunch friendship 
of the Governor to the Illinois Insti- 
tution in the past thirty years, and 
showed by his address a depth of in- 
formation concerning the nature of 
deaf-mute institutions that delighted 
bis audience, and when he referred 
to the popular error of regarding them 
as charitable asylums he was greeted 
wit!: hearty applause. 

At the close of the Governor's ad 
dress, President Uallaudet made a 
brief response. 

He spoke of the object and aim for 
which the Convention had met — its 
members coming as they did from, as 
it were, secluded and squestred walks 
of life — from a life perchance filled 
with discouragements and obstacles, 
and of the glad feelings and gratifica- 
tion with which the members received 
the warm welcome they hail 
favored with. 

Hon. Fred H. Wines, Secretary of 
the Illinois Hoard of Charities, was 
then introduced by the President. 
Mr. Wine's remarks were trail 
into the language of signs by Prof. 
John W. Swiler. Notwithstanding 
the fact that he had been kindly 
spoken of when introduced to the as- 
semblage as a statistician, he did not 
wish to speak as a representative of 

nsus, but he did want to 
the welcome given by the Governor to 
the educators present. He pre 
to Dr. I. P. Peet and to Job Wil- 
liams, two old volumes, whoso author

a Secretary of the National Confer 
f Charities, he extended a very 
earnest invitation to teachers of deaf-

Dr. Gillett, with a few remarks 
relative to the friendship of Hon. 
Wm. M. Springer to the Illinois In- 
stitution, introduced the gentleman, 
who was at once p resen ted to the 
ntion by the President. As one 
of the old settlers of Jacksonville and 
one of the founder* of the Illino 
stitution. 

Congressman Springer also extend 
ed a cordial welcome to the instruc- 
tors. He declared that he was a 
founder of the Institution, inasmuch 
BS many years ago he helped to haul 
the timber and brick with which it, 
had been built. He spoke of the im 
nents in the methods of eduoat, 
ing deaf-mutes which have been put 
into operation in years — so 

great that almost evry field of lubor 
and department of life is now open to 
the deaf and dumb. He thought 
that a deaf-mute might even make an 
excellent Congressman. He envied 
Gov Cullom his position as Chief 
Executive of the Commonwealth, .for 
tbe reason that as such ho could more 
directly befriend and more extensive- 
ly benefit such institutions. He was 
proud that he could welcome tie 
vention to such a State as Illinois, 
such a city as Jacksonville, such an in- 
stitution as that here Joeated.
